1,291 VESSELS 


Washington, Dec. 7.—The American 


navy will number a total of 1,1(1 vw- 
eels, Including 40 battle ship* and 
329 destroyers on July 1, 1920, ac- 
cording to a statement prepared by 
Rear Admiral Griffin, chief of the 
bureau of steam engineering; for the 
House naval committee, and made 
public.

This i ratement shows that when 


war watt declared there were 364 ships 
in the navy while on November 1, 
ten days before hostilities caaied, 
there were 777, exclusive of private- 
ly owned yachts and other vessels 
taken over foi patrol service. The 
greatest increase was 300 In subma- 
rine chasers. The increase In destroy- 
ers waa 41, to a total of 92, and that 
of submarines from 44 to 79.
